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WILTON  HIGHWAY  REPORT -1956 

The  Winter  Maintenance  for  the  year  1956  was  very 
costly  as  we  had  a  lot  of  snow  during  March,  April,  No- 
vember and  December,  which  we  do  not  usually  get. 
The  snow  that  came  in  the  last  of  March  and  April 
proved  very  costly  for  the  Highway  Department,  as  the 
frost  had  come  out  of  the  ground  before  the  snow  came 
and  made  most  all  Highway  Departments  run  over 
their  budgets  as  there  was  no  way  for  the  departments 
to  allow  for  this  extra  cost. 

From  January  1st  to  December  31st  of  this  year 
(1956)  we  had  155  inches  of  snow  according  to  my 
figures  which  I  take  after  each  storm.  We  used  140  tons 
of  bag  salt.  This  year  we  are  purchasing  bulk  salt  for 
which  we  have  a  bin  in  the  new  town  garage.  By  so 
doing  we  are  saving  $6.40  a  ton.  We  also  find  the  bulk 
salt  easier  to  handle. 

The  summer  maintenance  this  year  was  more  or  less 
of  a  routine  job  of  cleaning  ditches,  grading,  and  some 
graveling,  although  we  did  not  do  so  much  graveling  as 
usual,  as  we  usually  do  a  large  part  of  the  graveling  dur- 
ing March  and  April,  but  were  unable  to  do  so  due  to 
the  large  amount  of  snow  at  that  time. 

The  well  known  Hardy  Brook  caused  us  a  lot  of 
trouble  last  spring  as  it  kept  overflowing.  We  had  to  dig 
up  a  large  part  of  it,  where  it  goes  under  ground  near 
the  home  of  Samuel  Abbott.  We  found  it  to  be  very 
narrow  with  very  sharp  curves,  causing  it  to  become 
clogged  with  sticks  and  other  debris.  We  hope  by  the 
cleaning  out  of  this  section,  that  it  will  eliminate  a  lot 
of  the  trouble  it  has  caused  the  last  few  years.  I  believe 
that  sometime  in  the  near  future  the  town  should  renew 
this  section  with  cement  pipe,  thus  eliminating  a  lot  of 
the  trouble  it  has  caused  in  this  section  of  the  town. 

We  did  the  resurfacing  of  the  tar  roads  during  the 
month  of  July,  doing  the  village  with  the  exception  of 
Maple  Street  which  we  are  planning  to  do  in  1957.  We 
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also  put  the  seal  coat  on  the  two  miles  of  road  in  the 
Kimball  Heights  section  of  road  which  was  built  in  1935 
bv  TRA.  Also  7  10th  of  a  mile  of  road  known  as  the 
Mason  Road  on  Abbot  Hill,  and  the  Pead  Hill  Road. 

The  TRA  |  Town  Road  Aid  ^  money  this  year  was 
used  to  resurface  8  lOths  miles  of  the  Milford-Mason 
Road  on  Abbot  Hill  bv  mixing  MC3  Asphalt  with  a 
road  grader.  This  road  was  graveled  ^  1955  with  TRA 
money.  We  also  graveled  the  section  of  road  that  con- 
nects  Wilton  Center  and  the  Davisville  section  of  the 
town,  a  distance  of  1  1  10  miles  and  plan  to  tar  this  in 
1957  with  a  part  of  the  TRA  monev.  With  this  section 
completed.  I  believe  we  should  use  the  TRA  monev  for 
the  next  few  years  to  repair  the  roads  that  lead  off  main 
roads  to  the  farms  and  residences  that  have  so  much 
trouble  during  the  mud  season,  of  which  we  have  quite 
a  few.  Most  of  them  have  school  children  who  have  to 
travel  morning  and  night.  Listed  are  some  of  the  roads 
that  need  repairing  badlv. 

McGettigan  Road  1.20  miles         School  Children

We  have  manv  more  but  I  believe  these  to  be  the 
most  in  need  of  help  at  the  present  time.  At  the  present 
rate  of  cost,  and  the  amount  of  TRA  monev  issued  each 
year,  approximately  $6,000.  it  would  take  six  years  to 
complete  these  unless  we  combine  the  next  five  vears 
of  TRA  and  do  them  in  one  or  two  vears.  bv  borrowing 
and  using  the  TRA  monev  to  repav  the  debt  for  which 
it  is  possible  to  do  imder  the  TRA  "set-up"  now.  This  is 
beins;  done  in  several  other  towns. 
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The  State  Highway  Department  has  returned 
9/10ths  of  a  mile  of  road  in  West  Wilton  to  the  town, 
due  to  the  new  by-pass  in  that  section;  3/10ths  of  a  mile 
of  this  section  is  State  Aid  Road. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  say  that  we  moved  into 
the  new  Town  Garage  the  first  of  May,  which  was  built 
in  1955.  This  garage  has  been  a  tremendous  help  to  the 
Highway  Department  during  this  past  year,  especially 
during  this  winter.  We  find  there  are  a  few  minor  alter- 
ations that  should  be  done,  such  as  the  approach  to  the 
yard  in  front  of  the  garage  must  be  graveled  and  tarred. 
We  believe  it  to  be  one  of  the  finest  garages  in  the  state, 
and  feel  that  the  Abbott  Construction  Company  of  Wil- 
ton did  a  wonderful  job  in  constructing  it.  My  help  and 
myself  want  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  towns- 
people for  the  garage  which  the  department  has  need- 
ed for  a  long  time,  and  would  gladly  welcome  any  of 
the  townspeople  to  look  over  this  fine  building  any 
time  while  we  are  there,  or  by  appointment.

We  have  information  on  a  new  piece  of  equipment 
and  have  passed  it  on  to  the  Commissioners.  We  recom- 
mend to  the  Commissioners  that  Engine  No.  2,  that  is 
27  years  old,  be  replaced  this  year. 

Meetings  are  held  in  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  month. 
Training  and  fire  prevention  work  is  carried  on.  We 
had  eleven  men  who  attended  fire  training  school  in 
September. 

We  recommend  for  maintenance  and  Fire  Alarm 
service  $7,500.00;  forest  fires  $500.00.

Your  Town  Dump 
Use  It  Freely  Care  For  It 

Your  town  dump  has  been  set  up  for  your  personal 
convenience.  It  provides  a  suitable  place  where  you 
can  dispose  of  the  large  amounts  of  dangerous,  inflam- 
mable waste  material  and  other  useless  items  which 
accumulate  around  your  household  and  local  stores, 
brush,  etc.,  cut  on  your  property.  The  town  dump  has 
become  a  valuable  and  indispensable  asset  in  modern 
community  life. 

The  most  successful  town  dumps  are  supervised  — 
regular  days  provided  for  their  use  and  inflammable 
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material  consistently  burned.  The  town  dump  which 
receives  no  attention,  where  waste  material  is  scattered 
about  without  supervision  of  any  description,  soon  be- 
comes a  community  menace  and  a  liability  rather  than 
an  asset. 

Many  people  still  burn  debris  around  their  homes. 
A  large  number  of  such  fires  get  out  of  control  causing 
unnecessary  damage  and  expense  to  the  burner.  Why 
burn  at  home?  Make  use  of  your  town  dump  and 
eliminate  the  hazard  of  burning.  It  will  be  easier  for 
you  —  personally  and  financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden 
—  the  law  requires  it.  The  warden  won't  refuse  you  if 
conditions  are  safe. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.  Don't 
leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before 
leaving  it. 

Save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty.

The  services  of  the  Town  Nurse  are  available  to  all 
the  people  of  Wilton  whenever  the  need  arises  in  the 
home  for  care  by  a  registered  nurse. 

I  began  my  duties  as  Town  Nurse  in  September 
1956.  Between  September  11th  and  December  24th,  I 
made  a  total  of  87  call  to  the  homes  of  our  community, 
two  trips  with  patients  to  their  doctors  in  Nashua. 

These  home  visits  included  bed  baths  for  invalids, 
intramuscular  injections,  by  order  of  the  family  doctor, 
Insulin  injections  to  diabetic  patients  as  well  as  other 
treatments  as  ordered  by  a  physician. 

This  coming  year,  in  addition  to  individual  care, 
plans  are  being  made  for  several  clinics,  namely  Polio 
clinics  and  a  Well  Baby  clinic.

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SYNOPSIS  OF  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  13,  1956 

The  meeting  was  opened  at  9  A.  M.  by  the  Moderator,  Lester 
L.  Yohe.  It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  passed  by  a  voice  vote 
that  the  polls  remain  open  until  6:30  P.  M. 

Following  the  closing  of  the  polls,  and  sorting  of  the  ballots, 
the  ballots  were  placed  in  the  custody  of  Deputy  Moderator 
Samuel  G.  Proctor  and  Deputy  Town  Clerk  Barbara  Putnam  dur- 
ing the  Town  Meeting  discussion. 

At  7:30  the  discussion  opened,  with  the  hall  filled  to  capaci- 

The  following  appointive  officers  were  named: 
Auditors:   The  old  board   (Lester  L.  Yohe  and  Samuel  G. 
Proctor). 

Corders  of  Wood:  The  old  board  (Harland  H.  Savage). 

Surveyors  of  Lumber:    Left  to  the  Selectmen. 

Surveyor  of  Masonry:    Fred  E.  Turtle. 

Library  Trustee:    Donald  G.  Proctor. 

Action  on  the  articles  in  the  warrant  was  as  follows: 

1.  Woolsey  R.  Hopkins  moved  that  the  reports  of  Town 
Officers,  Agents  and  Committees  be  accepted  as  printed.  This 
was  seconded  and  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

2.  Elmer  Draper  moved  that  the  town  grant  the  free  use 
of  the  Town  Hall  for  Bent-Burke  Post,  No.  10,  American  Legion, 
for  Memorial  Day  exercises.  This  was  seconded  and  passed  by 
a  voice  vote. 

3.  Woolsey  R.  Hopkins  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  This 
was  seconded  and  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

4.  Woolsey  R.  Hopkins  moved  the  real  estate  taken  over  by 
the  town  for  non-payment  of  taxes  be  left  to  the  Selectmen  to  be 
taken  care  of.   This  was  seconded  and  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

5.  Lawrence  A.  Gibbons  moved  that  this  article,  relative  to 
accepting  the  budget  as  prepared  by  the  Budget  Committee,  be 
taken  up  with  article  number  12.  This  was  seconded  and  passed 
by  a  voice  vote. 

6.  It  was  moved  that  the  Tax  Collector  be  authorized  to 
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appoint  a  deputy  or  deputies,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
41,  Section  38,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  New  Hamp- 
shire; seconded,  and  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

7.  It  was  moved  by  Elmer  Draper  that  the  town  authorize 
the  Tax  Collector  to  charge  an  additional  amount  of  twenty 
cents  on  each  poll  tax  not  paid  by  September  1st  for  use  of  the 
town  as  provided  by  statute.  This  was  seconded  and  passed  by 
a  voice  vote. 

8.  After  considerable  discussion  of  this  article,  to  reimburse 
Bathelemi  Pelletier  for  doctors'  and  hospital  bills  (over  and 
above  those  for  which  he  had  already  been  reimbursed  by  any 
insurance)  incurred  as  the  result  of  injuries  he  received  in  the 
line  of  duty  as  a  volunteer  fireman  on  January  20,  1955,  for  the 
period  between  the  date  of  said  injury  to  March  24,  1957,  Stan- 
ley Morton  moved  that  the  bill  of  $392.70  be  paid.  This  was 
seconded  and  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

9.  This  article  read  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
as  a  Town  Road  or  Street  the  present  private  way  leading  from 
Intervale  Road  (Route  31  and  101)  across  the  premises  of 
Henry  Manninen  and  Dalton  H.  Wein  to  Abbot  Hill  Road,  and 
name  the  same  'Palazzi  Road,'  or  take  any  action  relating  there- 
to. 

The  following  amendment  to  this  article  was  presented  by 
Norman  W.  Draper: 

"That  first,  a  starting  point  be  established  from  some  point 
near  the  Intervale  Road  by  those  giving  the  road  or  street,  and 
that  second,  a  layout  be  made  showing  the  width  and  compass 
bearings  of  same,  and  any  other  dimensions  needful  to  trace 
boundaries  on  this  road  or  street  in  the  future,  and  that  stone 
markers  be  placed  at  the  corners  by  those  giving  said  road  or 
street." 

Woolsey  R.  Hopkins  moved  that  this  article  be  tabled.  This 
was  seconded  but  left  for  discussion  before  any  vote  was  taken. 

The  construction  of  a  water  line  already  laid  to  the  property 
was  questioned,  and  the  Selectmen  explained  that  this  was  to  be 
paid  for  by  the  property  owners  over  a  number  of  years. 

It  was  also  explained  that  the  land  for  the  street  was  to  be 
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given  to  the  town  free,  and  that  the  water  supply  was  necessary 
for  the  housing  development  already  under  way  there. 

The  sum  of  $500  was  suggested  for  use  on  the  road  "for  the 
time  being."  No  vote  was  taken  on  this  at  this  time,  as  no  motion 
was  presented. 

Mr.  Hopkins  then  reworded  his  motion,  moving  that  the 
article  be  tabled  for  further  study  and  brought  up  at  a  special 
Town  Meeting  to  be  called  by  the  Selectmen  for  that  purpose. 
This  was  seconded,  but  defeated  by  a  voice  vote. 

Miss  Ouida  Montague  then  moved  that  Article  9  be  accept- 
ed, except  for  the  naming  of  the  road,  but  including  Mr.  Draper's 
amendment.   This  was  seconded  and  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

10.  This  article,  concerning  the  elimination  of  the  position 
of  Highway  Agent  and  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Select- 
men to  appoint  a  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  who  would 
be  responsible  for  the  highways,  sidewalks,  sewers  and  any 
other  duties  presented  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  effective  on 
the  expiration  of  the  1956-57  term  of  office  of  the  Highway 
Agent,  resulted  in  a  long  and  heated  debate  of  many  aspects 
the  matter,  with  the  voters  being  sharply  divided  over  the  issue. 
After  lengthy  questioning  and  explanations,  Charles  B.  Sullivan 
so  moved.  This  was  seconded,  but  declared  defeated  on  a  voice 
vote  on  which  the  "Nos"  overwhelmingly  surpassed  the  "Ayes" 
in  volume  of  sound. 

11.  Regarding  the  construction  of  a  sidewalk  across  the 
Island  Bridge,  so-called,  or  tearing  down  the  bridge  to  construct 
a  new  one. 

John  B.  LaPonsie  moved  that  this  bridge  be  torn  down  and 
a  new  one  constructed  with  a  safe  sidewalk.  This  was  seconded, 
but  the  Selectmen  explained  that  the  necessary  money  for  this 
could  not  be  raised  at  this  meeting  due  to  budget  restrictions. 

Woolsey  R.  Hopkins  offered  an  amendment  to  the  motion, 
that  the  Island  Bridge  be  torn  down  and  a  new  bridge  and  side- 
walk built,  and  the  cost  to  be  voted  at  next  year's  Town  Meet- 
ing by  floating  a  bond  issue,  but  this  amendment  was  not  accept- 
ed by  Mr.  LaPonsie. 

The  motion  for  a  new  bridge  and  sidewalk  was  then  put  to 
a  voice  vote,  but  defeated. 
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Guy  M.  Holt  moved  that  the  meeting  reconsider  this  article. 
This  was  seconded  and  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

James  R.  Burke  moved  that  a  sidewalk  be  built  on  the  bridge 
on  the  place  most  convenient.  Guy  M.  Holt  offered  an  amend- 
ment to  reconstruct  the  present  sidewalk.  The  motion  was  then 
reworded  as  follows:  That  the  sidewalk  be  built  on  the  bridge 
so  it  will  be  passable  for  children  and  provide  protection  for 
them  this  vear.  This  was  seconded,  and  passed  on  a  unanimous 
voice  vote. 

12.  Guv  M.  Holt  moved  that  separate  votes  be  taken  on 
each  item  of  the  budget  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  This 
was  seconded  and  passed  on  a  voice  vote. 

Under  town  officers'  expenses,  Mr.  Holt  explained  that  some 
of  this  could  be  used  towards  a  new  town  history. 

Under  Civilian  Defense,  Woolsey  R.  Hopkins  moved  that 
SI 00  be  raised  and  the  Civilian  Defense  be  reorganized  in  the 
town  immediately.  F.  Howard  Bardol  offered  an  amendment 
that  Mr.  Hopkins  do  all  of  the  reorganizing,  but  after  discussion 
this  amendment  was  withdrawn.  The  original  motion,  which 
had  been  seconded,  was  passed  on  a  voice  vote. 

It  was  explained  that  $100  of  the  Civilian  Defense  appropri- 
ation was  for  emergency  repairs  to  the  town's  radio  system. 

Under  the  Island  Bridge  item,  Guy  M.  Holt  moved  that 
S500  be  added  to  the  $500  listed  for  sidewalk  construction,  and 
the  $1,000  be  earmarked  for  the  new  bridge  sidewalk.  This 
was  seconded  and  passed  on  a  voice  vote. 

Mr.  Holt  explained  that  $125  was  wanted  for  repairs  to  the 
town  clock  face.  Mrs.  Annie  M.  Langdell  moved  that  $150  be 
raised  and  appropriated  for  this  purpose.  This  was  seconded 
and  passed  by  a  voice  vote.

Mrs.  Mildred  Gibbons  moved  that  the  Selectmen  find  a  good 
chairman,  and  that  the  chairman  report  at  the  next  town  meet- 
ing.  This  was  seconded  and  passed  on  a  voice  vote. 

Woolsey  R.  Hopkins  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned. 
This  was  seconded  and  passed  on  a  voice  vote  about  11  P.  M.

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SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Wilton: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Staff  and  Instruction 

The  Wilton  Public  School  opened  this  fall  with  four 
staff  changes  and  one  additional  teacher.  Mrs.  Albert 
Bryan,  who  rendered  excellent  service  as  our  first  grade 
teacher  for  many  years,  retired  in  June  1956  and  was 
replaced  by  Mrs.  Emilien  Pellerin,  graduate  of  Fitch- 
burg  Teachers  College.  Mrs.  Pellerin  formerly  taught 
in  Ashby,  Massachusetts.  Mr.  John  Hastings  resigned 
his  position  as  Math  and  Science  teacher  in  the  High 
School  to  accept  a  similar  position  in  Attleboro,  Massa- 
chusetts High  School.  Mr.  Brendan  Sullivan  was  em- 
ployed to  replace  him.  Mr.  Sullivan  is  a  graduate  of 
Fordham  University  and  has  taken  graduate  work  in 
his  field  at  Boston  University  and  Calvin  Coolidge  Col- 
lege. His  teaching  experience  has  ranged  from  elemen- 
tary teaching  to  college  instructorships.  Mr.  John  Calla- 
han, High  School  Social  Studies  teacher,  resigned  to  ac- 
cept a  similar  position  in  Berlin,  N.  H.  Mr.  Salvatore 
Grasso  of  Milford  was  employed  to  assume  his  duties. 
Mr.  Grasso  is  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College  and 
recently  returned  to  teaching  after  having  served  two 
years  in  the  U.  S.  Army  as  an  instructor.  Mr.  Howard 
Preston,  English  and  Language  teacher  in  the  High 
School,  resigned  to  accept  a  teaching  position  in  a  pri- 
vate school  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut.  His  replace- 
ment is  Mrs.  Eunice  Marshall  of  Manchester,  N.  H. 
Mrs.  Marshall  has  had  extensive  training  in  the  United 
States  and  abroad,  in  English  and  French.  She  taught 
for  several  years  prior  to  coming  to  Wilton.  Mr.  James 
Smith,  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College,  and  former 
student  at  Wilton  High  School,  was  employed  to  teach 
Mathematics.    This  position  is  newly  created  as  the 
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result  of  increased  enrollments  in  the  high  school  and 
expanding  curricuulum  offerings,  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  an  approved  high  school  curriculum. 

Mr.  Sargent  and  Miss  Rideout  and  their  staffs  are  to 
be  commended  for  the  excellent  work  that  is  being  ac- 
complished in  our  schools.  Much  could  be  said  about 
the  achievements  of  the  teaching  personnel.  However, 
time  and  space  does  not  permit  this  in  this  report. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  add  an  additional  elementary 
teacher  to  the  staff  next  fall,  and  provision  has  been 
made  for  this  in  the  School  Boards  Budget.  This  addi- 
tional teacher  will  teach  a  second  section  of  grade  5. 
We  can  expect  an  enrollment  in  grade  5  of  approxi- 
mately 58  pupils.  In  the  past  we  have  been  able  to 
handle  this  large  group  by  operating  split  grades.  How- 
ever, with  a  first  grade  enrollment  in  September  of  ap- 
proximately 50  pupils,  it  will  be  necessary  to  continue 
operating  a  combination  grade  1  and  2  and  a  combina- 
tion grade  3  and  4  to  adequately  take  care  of  the  en- 
rollments in  grades  1  through  6,  with  the  staff  and  space 
available.  Next  year's  grades  5  and  6  enrollments  will 
comprise  94  pupils.  The  additional  teacher  will  make  it 
possible  to  have  28  pupils  in  one  5th  grade  section,  30 
pupils  in  the  second  5th  grade  section  and  36  pupils  in 
the  6th  grade. 

Questions  have  arisen  in  the  past  as  to  whether  or 
not  effective  education  can  be  given  in  a  combined 
grade.  This  point  has  been  discussed  at  some  length 
with  individuals  and  groups,  particularly  the  Parent- 
Teachers  Group.  If  the  grouping  is  carefully  struc- 
tured, as  has  been  our  policy,  the  pupils  lose  nothing 
educationally.  The  results  of  standardized  tests  and  the 
history  of  the  progress  of  the  children  involved,  have 
clearly  indicated  this.  If  Wilton  should  immediately 
move  into  a  single  grade  to  a  single  room  organization 
throughout  the  elementary  school  we  would  need  two 
more  classrooms  and  two  additional  teachers  for  1957- 
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58;  three  more  classrooms  and  three  more  teachers,  than 
we  presently  have,  for  1958-59;  and  four  more  teachers 
and  classrooms,  than  we  presently  have,  by  1960-61. 
Room  enrollments  would  range  from  18  to  28  pupils, 
with  most  of  the  rooms  housing  20  to  21  pupils.  Our 
classrooms  are  constructed  to  house  adequately  30  pu- 
pils. Consequently,  we  would  be  utilizing  our  plant  in 
an  uneconomical  manner.  Educationally,  it  would  be 
excellent,  since  it  is  commonly  agreed  that  the  fewer 
the  number  of  pupils  a  teacher  has,  the  more  effective 
the  instruction.  However,  there  is  a  limit  to  which  a 
community  can  financially  support  a  program  with  very 
small  classes  per  teacher. 

As  our  enrollment  has  increased  in  grades  1  through 
6,  it  has  become  necessary  to  reduce  the  amount  of 
time  that  is  devoted  to  the  teaching  of  music  by  Miss 
Edwards.  At  the  present  time  there  are  four  grades, 
namely  2,  4,  5  and  6,  that  have  music  once  a  week,  in- 
stead of  the  recommended  two  sessions  per  week.  We 
also  have  had  to  combine  some  of  the  primary  grades  at 
least  once  per  week  so  that  Miss  Edwards  can  meet  all 
the  groups  she  is  required  to  meet  in  the  three  days  that 
she  is  at  the  school.  Next  year  we  will  have  another 
grade  which  will  require  instruction  in  music,  and  for 
which  we  have  no  teaching  time.  The  School  Board, 
after  carefully  reviewing  this  problem,  is  recommend- 
ing that  an  instrumental  teacher  be  employed  for  the 
school  year  1957-58,  to  supervise,  teach,  and  direct  the 
instrumental  music  program  in  the  school.  This  year 
we  were  unable  to  have  a  beginners  group  because  of 
a  lack  of  time.  If  this  program  is  to  be  effective,  instruc- 
tion must  be  provided  as  soon  in  the  grades  as  possible 
and  it  should  be  continuous  throughout  the  grades. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  29  pupils  taking  instru- 
mental music.  A  survey  of  the  investment  that  parents 
have  made/  in  instruments  alone,  approximates  $3000. 
The  school  district  owns  instruments,  which  are  loaned 
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out  to  pupils,  valued  at  $1000.  Consequently,  the  par- 
ents and  school  district  have  an  investment  of  approxi- 
mately $4000  in  this  program  exclusive  of  music,  music 
stands,  etc.  The  School  Board,  feeling  strongly  that  this 
program  has  a  place  in  our  curriculum,  has  included  the 
amount  of  $900  in  their  salary  budget,  to  cover  salary 
and  the  district's  share  of  the  teacher  retirement  pro- 
gram, to  employ  a  qualified  instrumental  instructor, 
who  would  devote  one  day  per  week  to  instruction  in 
this  area.  The  Budget  Committee  has  excluded  this 
amount  from  their  budget  but  recommended  that  an 
article  be  placed  in  the  school  warrant  to  see  if  the 
voters  of  the  district  wish  to  continue  this  service.  Con- 
sequently, the  voters  will  have  an  opportunity  to  decide 
whether  or  not  this  program  shall  be  continued. 

Future  Needs 

In  my  report  last  year  I  indicated  that  some  thought 
should  be  devoted  to  correcting  certain  shortcomings 
in  our  educational  program.  I  am  going  to  merely  list 
these  again  in  this  report. 

1.     Re-organization    of  the    science    laboratory    to 
more  adequately  teach  the  sciences. 

2.  Extension  of  our  vocational  education  program 
to  the  extent  that  a  vocational  building  will  be  neces- 
sary. 

3.  Employment  of  a  full-time  physical  education 
instructor. 

4.  Employment  of  an  art  supervisor,  perhaps  in 
cooperation  with  other  towns  in  Supervisory  Union 
No.  63. 

5.  Offering  of  adult  education  courses  to  those  who 
are  interested. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  at  this  time  we  are  offer- 
ing courses  to  interested  adults  in  Furniture  Repair  and 
Construction,  Family  Sewing,  and  Personal  Typing.  We 
have  eight  enrolled  in  the  Furniture  Course,  eight  in 
the  Sewing  Course  and  twenty-three  in  the  Personal 
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Typing  Course.  We  are  fortunate  in  being  able  to  ob- 
tain the  services  of  Mr.  Ralph  Dwire,  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Tatarunis  and  Mrs.  Mary  Kennedy  as  instructors  in  this 
program.  The  courses  meet  twice  per  week  for  fifteen 
weeks.  Two  of  the  programs,  namely  Furniture  Repair 
and  Sewing,  are  federally  aided,  to  the  extent  of  one- 
half  the  instructors'  salaries.  It  is  hoped  that  this  pro- 
gram can  be  expanded  to  cover  more  interests  and  take 
in  more  adults  in  the  community. 

A  review  of  the  school  census,  taken  this  fall,  indi- 
cates that  by  1959-60,  we  will  have  approximately  508 
pupils  in  our  school  and  approximately  536  pupils  in 
1961-62.  This  clearly  indicates  that  Wilton  is  going  to 
be  faced  with  more  building  programs.  These  enroll- 
ment projections  in  no  way  take  into  account  the  impact 
that  the  industrial  growth  along  the  highway  between 
Wilton  and  Milford  will  have  upon  the  population 
growth  in  Wilton.  All  of  the  people  who  will  be  work- 
ing in  these  plants  will  not  live  in  Milford.  Many  of 
them  will  reside  in  Wilton,  as  is  presently  the  case. 

At  a  recent  P.T.A.  meeting  I  mentioned  the  desir- 
ability and  the  necessity  of  constructing  more  classroom 
space.  The  thought  expressed  at  that  meeting,  was  that 
if  and  when  this  time  came,  we  should  seriously  con- 
sider constructing  an  adequate  vocational  plant,  with 
two  classrooms  on  the  second  floor.  It  appears  at  this 
writing  that  this  construction  should  take  place  prior  to 
September  1959.  This  whole  program  is  being  studied 
by  your  School  Board,  and  subsequent  discussions  will 
be  held  to  divulge  information  that  has  been  obtained 
and  to  receive  the  benefit  of  the  thinking  of  the  com- 
munity. 

School  Health  Services 

Mrs.  Edna  Gilbert,  our  school  nurse  for  over  27 
years,  retired  in  June  1956.  We  were  fortunate  in  being 
able  to  obtain  the  services  of  Mrs.  Marion  Howard,  to 
direct  and  supervise  the  school  health  program.    Mrs. 
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Howard  has  an  excellent  background  for  her  work,  hav- 
ing taken  her  training  at  New  England  Baptist  Hospi- 
tal, Boston,  Massachusetts,  and  having  had  much  prac- 
tical experience  in  the  field  of  nursing.  She  has  been 
capablv  assisted  in  her  work  bv  Dr.  Edward  Sheris,  the 
school  doctor.  The  details  of  her  work  are  explained  in 
her  report. 

School  Lunch  Program 

Mrs.  Harold  Kennedv  continues  to  do  an  excellent 
job  of  managing  and  directing  the  Wilton  School  Lunch 
Program.  She  has  been  assisted  this  year  by  Mrs.  Ver- 
onica Robbins,  Mrs.  Nina  Calderara,  Mrs.  Ruth  Yohe 
and  Mrs.  Arline  Lyford.  We  have  been  feeding  ap- 
proximated 225  children  per  day.  Despite  the  fact  that 
the  children  eat  in  four  shifts,  it  has  been  necessarv  to 
set  up  two  additional  tables  in  the  Music  Room  to  take 
care  of  the  over-flow.  It  is  conceivable,  that  as  our  en- 
rollment grows,  our  school  lunch  program  will  grow  to 
the  point  where  the  Music  Room  space  will  have  to  be 
utilized  to  a  greater  degree,  than  at  present,  to  accom- 
modate the  over-flow  from  the  cafeteria  room. 

A  review  of  the  School  Lunch  Financial  Report  re- 
veals that  this  is  an  S8,000  operation  and  a  self-sup- 
porting program. 

Finance 

The  School  Board's  Budget  for  1957-58,  calls  for  an 
appropriation  of  $141,079.66,  an  increase  of  $11,863.54 
over  last  vear's  appropriation.  This  appropriation  figure 
includes  the  S900  to  continue  the  instrumental  music 
program  previouslv  mentioned  in  this  report.  The  ma- 
jor areas  of  increase  are  as  follows:  Teachers'  Salaries, 
including  additional  teacher.  86.300;  Special  Fund  Ac- 
tivities  81,375.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  $800  of  this  amount 
has  been  transferred  from  the  teachers'  salary  item  to 
this  item  in  the  budget,  since  it  is  an  expenditure  of 
special  services  such  as  coaching  and  directing  after- 
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school  activities;  Principal  Payment  on  Debt  $1,000; 
Transportation  $500;  Fuel  $715;  Administration 
$532.20;  Custodial  Salaries  $400;  Capital  Outlay  $400; 
Equipment  $600;  Teacher  Retirement  $620.71;  Instruc- 
tional Supplies  $208;  Miscellaneous  $120.  Decreases 
were  realized  in  the  following  areas:  Repairs  and  Re- 
placements $322.50;  Interest  on  Indebtedness  $225.53; 
Health  Supervision  $50;  Light  and  Other  Expenses 
$90.00;  Elementary  Tuition  $180;  Miscellaneous  $39.34. 

The  School  Board  after  reviewing  the  costs  of  oper- 
ating their  school,  voted  to  increase  the  high  school 
tuition  rate  from  $250  per  pupil  to  $265  and  the  elemen- 
tary rate  from  $175  to  $200  per  pupil.  The  per  pupil 
cost  for  tuition  purposes,  for  operating  Wilton  High 
School  for  1955-56  was  $267.96  as  compared  to  the  State 
Average  of  $330.  The  Wilton  Elementary  cost,  for  tui- 
tion purposes,  was  $221.79  per  pupil  as  compared  to  the 
State  Average  of  $215  per  pupil.  Wilton  school  costs  for 
grades  one  through  twelve  were  $244.87  as  compared 
to  a  State  Average  of  $272.50.  Thus  we  are  operating 
at  approximately  $28  per  pupil  less  than  most  of  the 
schools  in  the  state. 

Our  anticipated  income  for  next  year  will  be  approx- 
imately $13,650,  an  increase  of  $1,850  over  that  of  last 
year.  This  increase  is  reflected  in  State  Building  Aid, 
and  Tuitions.  We  expect  30  High  School  tuitions  at 
$265  for  a  total  of  $7,950  and  12  Elementary  pupils  at 
$200  for  a  total  of  $2400. 

The  anticipated  assessment,  based  upon  the  School 
Board's  recommendations,  will  be  approximately 
$127,429.66,  an  increase  of  $10,013.54. 

Constant  increase  in  our  school  budget  has  been 
and  is  of  much  concern  to  many  people  and  rightfully 
so.  Your  Superintendent  and  School  Board  each  year 
weighs  carefully  every  item  in  the  budget,  before  it  is 
presented  to  the  Budget  Committee  and  in  turn  to  the 
public.   Every  effort  is  made  to  economize  by  prudent 
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purchasing  and  unit  buying,  always  keeping  in  mind 
that  the  educational  offerings  to  the  community  shall 
be  maintained  at  a  high  level.  Many  school  costs  are 
statuatory  obligations;  all  others  are  controlled  by  the 
economics  of  the  time.  It  is  impossible  to  constantly 
educate  more  pupils  with  the  same  number  of  dollars 
or  fewer  dollars.  Materials  of  instruction  have  increased 
over  the  past  several  years  and  the  end  is  not  yet  in 
sight.  Operation  of  the  school  plant  increases  as  the 
plant  becomes  larger  and  as  the  materials  of  operation 
increase  in  price.  Very  little  of  our  increased  costs  is 
directly  related  to  new  services. 

Conclusion 

I  again  wish  to  thank  the  Wilton  School  Board,  the 
Wilton  P.T.A.,  the  staff,  parents  and  citizens  of  Wilton 
for  their  splendid  cooperation  and  assistance  this  past 
year.  Much  has  been  done  educationally  the  past  few 
years  and  there  remains  much  to  do.  Progress  in  any 
area  is  the  result  of  mutual  understandings  and  coopera- 
tive effort  on  the  part  of  all  concerned.

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PRINCIPALS  REPORT 

For  the  past  several  years  I  have  described  in  my 
reports  several  phases  of  the  High  School  program  and 
some  of  the  more  pertinent  problems  confronting  the 
staff.  This  past  year,  Supervisory  Union  No.  63  Educa- 
tors Association  felt  that  one  of  the  most  serious  prob- 
lems confronting  public  education  was  a  lack  of  under- 
standing on  the  part  of  the  public  as  to  what  schools 
are  trying  to  do.  Consequently,  they  conducted  a  three- 
day  workshop  in  "Developing  Better  Community  Rela- 
tions." Teachers,  School  Board  members,  parents  and 
citizens  of  the  communities  participated  in  an  effort  to 
study  the  ways  and  means  of  interpreting  to  the  public 
and  to  each  other  their  common  problems.  The  High 
School  teachers,  as  a  result  of  this  program,  have  spent 
many  hours  studying  the  problem  of  establishing  better 
public  school  relations  and  developing  better  commun- 
ity understanding  of  the  Wilton  High  School  program. 
The  teachers  took  upon  themselves  the  task  of  writing 
several  articles,  one  of  which  forms  the  greater  part  of 
my  report  this  year. 

This  article,  written  by  Mr.  Carl  Shaw  and  Mr. 
Ralph  Dwire,  on  the  "Purposes  of  Secondary  Educa- 
tion" received  such  favorable  reports  that  it  was  felt 
advisable  to  reprint  it  in  this  report.  With  their  per- 
mission it  is  reprinted  here  to  once  again  indicate  staff 
thinking  relative  to  the  Purposes  of  Secondary  Educa- 
tion. 

"Many  people  readily  believe  the  concept  that  our 
secondary  schools  are  institutions  to  relate  facts  from 
text  books  with  the  expectation  that  students  will  re- 
tain these  facts  for  written  examinations.  Although  our 
schools  certainly  present  facts  in  relation  to  various 
fields  of  subject  matter  with  the  expectation  of  reten- 
tion on  the  part  of  pupils,  we  as  teachers,  disagree  that 
this  process  is  the  sole  function  of  our  secondary 
schools. 
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"Certainly,  school  boards,  superintendents  of  schools 
and  principals,  expect  teachers  to  cover  a  specific 
amount  of  subject  matter,  but  in  our  limited  experience 
we  have  never  heard  an  educator  state  that  teaching 
subject  matter  will  in  itself  give  our  youngsters  a  full, 
well-rounded  education. 

"How  then  may  we  define  the  word  EDUCATION? 
Some  educator  a  few  years  ago  stated  that  education  is 
the  summation  of  past  experiences.  Although  this  defi- 
nition may  possibly  not  fully  define  education,  we  are 
convinced  that  the  above  educator  was  interested  in 
giving  youngsters  the  benefit  of  a  well-rounded  educa- 
tion. 

"The  question  now  raised,  'What  is  a  full,  well- 
rounded  education?'  We  shall  answer  the  preceding 
question  by  presenting  six  points  which  we  personally 
feel  constitute  a  good  educational  program  on  the  sec- 
ondary level.  The  first  and  primary  purpose  of  the 
secondary  school  is  to  provide  a  sound  and  basic  cur- 
riculum which  will  prepare  students  for  their  desired 
vocations  in  the  future.  Courses  should  be  offered  to 
meet  college  entrance  requirements,  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  young  people  who  are  to  become  part 
of  the  community  upon  graduation  and  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  students  who  are  going  to  technical 
schools,  nursing  schools,  business  colleges  and  other 
schools  above  the  secondary  level. 

"At  Wilton,  students  are  offered  courses  in  English, 
Science,  Math,  Social  Studies,  Commercial  Subjects, 
Foreign  Languages,  Industrial  Arts,  Home  Economics, 
Music  and  Physical  Education.  Correspondence  cours- 
es are  also  available  to  Wilton  High  students.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  courses  offered,  the  administration  is  con- 
stantly suggesting  ways  of  improving  teaching  methods 
as  well  as  introducing  to  us  new  methods  that  are 
known  to  be  effective.  Yes,  we  sincerely  believe  that 
Wilton  High  School  fulfills  the  primary  objective  of 
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education,  that  of  providing  a  good,  sound,  basic  cur- 
riculum. 

"From  our  experience  we  feel  that  Student  Councils 
play  a  very  important  role  in  secondary  schools. 
Through  student  council  work  youngsters  gain  a  deeper 
insight  into  our  democratic  way  of  life  and  have  the 
opportunity  to  debate,  discuss  and  solve  realistic  prob- 
lems. These  students  are  elected  representatives  of 
their  respective  classes.  They  have  the  same  functions 
as  our  representatives  in  government.  Our  student 
council  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Sargent  is  a  most 
active  organization,  and  the  council  has  done  much  in 
making  our  school  a  better  one. 

"Our  third  point  is  one  that  should  be  basic  in  any 
school  organization,  that  of  having  students  assume  re- 
sponsibility. Although  it  is  true  that  some  students 
never  can  accept  responsibility  at  a  certain  period  of 
their  high  school  training,  these  students  are  the  small 
minority  of  the  student  body.  In  many  instances  the 
youngster  who  has  trouble  accepting  responsibility  in 
his  early  years  proves  to  be  entirely  reliable  in  later 
years.  At  Wilton,  students  are  given  many  opportuni- 
ties to  accept  responsibility  by  acting  as  monitors, 
librarians  and  accepting  many  other  voluntary  positions 
in  committee  work,  office  work  and  countless  other  of- 
fices which  require  reliability.  We  feel  that  Wilton 
students  have  had  numerous  opportunities  to  gain  a 
sense  of  responsibility  before  the  end  of  their  Senior 
year  and  graduation. 

"In  bringing  up  our  fourth  consideration,  we  will 
raise  this  question,  how  can  students  benefit  socially  in 
our  secondary  system?  From  our  viewpoint  students  do 
really  not  become  acquainted  in  the  corridors  or  class- 
rooms of  the  school.  Youngsters  have  a  strong  desire  to 
mingle  socially  with  their  peers,  and  although  some  of 
their  social  problems  seem  petty  and  small  to  adults, 
they  are  very  realistic  to  young  people.    As  a  result, 
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some  students  become  maladjusted,  not  only  affecting 
their  personality,  but  their  school  work  as  well.  Sec- 
ondary schools  cannot  solve  this  problem  entirely,  but 
social  events,  record  hops,  parties,  club  activities,  danc- 
es, plays,  etc.,  may  be  scheduled  within  the  school. 
Glancing  at  our  school  calendar,  one  can  easily  observe 
that  our  school  provides  for  a  full  program  of  social 
activity. 

"  'Life'  presented  a  survey  on  education  obtained 
through  visiting  several  schools  in  the  countrv.  Among 
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the  many  ideas  that  were  presented,  there  was  one  that 
involved  club  organizations.  Clubs  provide  ideal  situ- 
ations for  youngsters  to  express  their  views  and  impress 
upon  them  the  values  of  participating  in  constructive 
work.  Teen-agers  are  consistently  being  criticised  for 
certain  deeds  done  by  a  minority  of  them,  but  many 
voungsters  in  this  age  group  are  constantly  active  in 
constructive  work,  particularly  club  work.  Local  stu- 
dents have  many  clubs  which  they  may  join.  They  are 
the  Future  Teachers  of  America,  Librarian's,  Newspa- 
per, Typing,  Fish  and  Game,  Rifle,  Sewing,  Handicraft, 
Dancing  and  several  others.  Bv  meeting  this  need  of 
students,  Wilton  High  School  is  fulfilling  an  important 
requirement  of  a  well-rounded  educational  program. 

"Last  but  certainly  not  the  least  from  any  stand- 
point is  the  field  of  athletics.  Wilton  High  School  offers 
voungsters  the  opportunitv  to  participate  in  physical 
education  activities,  basketball,  baseball,  softball  and 
other  special  events  such  as  our  annual  Field  Day. 
Sportsmanship  is  emphasized  in  all  phases  of  the  ath- 
letic program.  More  emphasis  is  placed  on  how  you 
win,  not  winning  any  way  you  can.  Athletes  must  not 
onlv  be  gracious  winners  but  also  must  be  able  to  con- 
gratulate  their  opponents  in  the  event  of  a  loss,  amplify- 
ing the  quality  of  being  a  good  loser.  Athletic  contests 
are  usuallv  forgotten  shortlv  after  the  contest  ends,  but 
the  qualities  of  character  developed  through  athletic 
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training  remain  with  the  athlete  the  rest  of  his  life. 
What  is  a  more  difficult  contest  than  that  of  life?  There- 
fore, regardless  of  winning  or  losing,  coaches,  teachers, 
and  administrators  are  constantly  pointing  out  the  val- 
ues that  can  be  gained  through  athletic  activity.  We, 
therefore,  believe  that  our  school  has  and  is  fulfilling 
the  sixth  and  final  point  that  we  consider  necessary  in 
offering  youngsters  a  sound  educational  program. 

"This  article  is  strictly  the  opinion  of  two  Wilton 
High  School  teachers  who  though  perhaps  biased  in 
their  opinion  have  attempted  to  present  an  honest  pic- 
ture in  words  describing  what  we  feel  the  secondary 
schools  should  offer  in  various  programs  and  what  Wil- 
ton is  doing  in  regard  to  offering  said  programs.  Of 
course,  as  in  the  case  in  other  schools,  our  curriculum 
and  other  programs  have  not  been  perfected,  but  prog- 
ress has  certainly  been  rapid  and  continuous.  Much 
work  is  still  necessary  in  all  areas  to  improve  education, 
as  will  probably  always  be  true  as  our  society  changes. 
It  is  our  firm  conviction,  however,  that  the  Wilton  High 
School  administration  and  teachers  aided  by  the  won- 
derful cooperation  of  the  community  are  doing  a  good 
job  of  meeting  the  educational  needs  of  our  students 
today  and  will  continue  to  meet  these  needs  in  the 
future." 

Once  again,  speaking  for  the  staff  as  well  as  myself, 
I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  Mr.  Paire,  the 
School  Board,  the  P.T.A.,  and  the  community  citizens 
for  their  continued  moral  and  financial  support  and  en- 
couragement of  the  Wilton  High  School  Program.  Your 
faith  in  the  staff  continues  to  encourage  each  and  every 
one  to  greater  effort  on  the  school's  behalf.

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SCHOOL  NURSES  REPORT 

I  began  my  duties  as  Public  School  Nurse  for  the 
Wilton  School  in  September  1956.  These  duties  consist 
mainly  of  being  available  from  9:00  A.  M.  until  1:00 
P.  M.  for  any  injuries  and  illnesses  that  may  occur  to  the 
school  children  during  school  hours. 

The  room  of  the  school  nurse  is  well  equipped  for 
first  aid  as  well  as  being  the  office  and  examining  room 
for  the  school  doctor  and  dentist.  Each  year  an  efficient 
program  is  set  up  with  suggested  clinics,  inspections 
and  examinations. 

This  September  we  began  with  our  individual  in- 
spections and  weighing  and  measuring  of  the  students. 
In  October  the  Dental  Clinic  was  held.  The  school  den- 
tist, Dr.  Roy,  examined  the  teeth  of  all  the  pupils  from 
grades  1  through  S.  Cards  were  sent  home  to  the  par- 
ents of  the  children  who  were  in  immediate  need  of 
dental  care.  It  was  recommended  by  the  school  dentist 
that  fillings,  extractions  and  cleaning  were  indicated. 
However,  if  parents  were  unable  to  finance  their  chil- 
dren's dental  work,  the  school  dentist  performed  the 
necessarv  work  financed  bv  the  P.T.A.  To  this  end  64 
fillings,  13  cleanings  and  eight  extractions  were  carried 
out.  A  total  of  300  children  received  the  benefit  of 
dental  examinations  as  part  of  the  P.T.A.  sponsorship. 
Personal  records  were  kept  on  all  dental  work  so  that 
the  program  next  vear  will  be  able  to  continue  in  an 
efficient  manner. 

Dr.  Sheris,  our  school  physician,  examined  all  our 
students,  490  in  all,  from  Grades  1  through  12,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  who  were  absent  on  the  days  the  ex- 
aminations were  held.  Records  were  made  and  kept  of 
all  examinations  and  the  information  made  a  part  of  the 
permanent  records. 

December  included  more  personal  inspections  and 
the  beginning  of  the  Eye  Clinic.  All  students  are  to  re- 
ceive during  the  coming  months  of  the  school  year  eye 
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tests  by  the  Keystone  Visual  Method.  Hearing  tests  will 
also  be  given  with  the  aid  of  our  Maico  Audiogram. 

These  activities  are  the  outstanding  contributions  of 
a  school  nurse.  However,  the  manv  dailv  activities  are 
varied  and  many,  consisting  largelv  of  checking  on  chil- 
dren absent  with  illness,  administering  first  aid  which 
ranges  from  the  removal  of  tiny  slivers  to  the  driving 
of  ill  children  to  their  homes,  their  doctor,  or  even  to 
the  hospital  as  necessary. 

In  this  way  your  school  nurse  has  an  active  part  in 
the  program  of  the  public  school  each  day  throughout 
the  school  vear.
